Do Not Exist.

. Washington, March 9—Amer- 
ican Consul Silliman telegraphed 
from Vera Gi-uz today that he 
l^d been reliably informed that 
the evacuation of llexieo City by 
the forces of Gen Obregon began 
Bt 9 o'clock last night. 


Washington, March i).—General Car- 
ranza has made a preliminary reply to 
the American representations, denying, 
generally the existence of conditions in 
Mexico City which the United States 
has called upon him to improve. In a 
statement which was laid before Pres- 
ic^ent Wilson and the cabinet today the 
..-exican chief denied tliat Gen. ObregOE, 
liis commander in Mexico City, had pre- 
A'cinted food from reaching the Mexican 
capital or that he had sent supplies 
away. 


Carranza's oral statement was taken 
in official quarters to forecast the tenor 
of his formal answer which is 
being 
drafted. 
Generally, it was regarded in 
administration circles as favorable and 
an iadicatfon that Carranz« would nfr 
Itmger approve any inconvenience to for- 
eigners.

Warships Get Orders. 
. -Meanwhile, hoM-ever, orders Avent for- 
ward to Rear Admiral Fletcher, com- 
maiiding the Atlantic fleet at Guantan- 
amo, to . send two more warships to 
Vera Cruiw 
The Washington and the 
Georgia ^rere chosen. 


The selection of ships was left to 
Admiral Fletcher and shortly after noon 
today he reported what orders he had 
given.

Washington, March 9.—After a con- 
ference early today Avith President Wil- 
son, Secretary Daniels ordered two bat- 
tleships of the Atlantic fleet from Guan- 
tanamo to Vera Cruz as the latest move 
on the part of the American government 
in the Mexican crisis.

FIGHTING IN THE 


EAST IS OBSTINATE 


Turks Think Dardanelles 
Will Hold Against Al- 
lied Fleet.

Both the right and left flanks of 
the German forces in northem Po- 
land have been dislodged, Petrograd

3, 1914, in Terre Haute, outlined the 
facts that the government expects to 
prove, and declared that Roberts was 
the head of the conspiracy and that he 
"ruled as a czar." 


He told- how the government contends 
the false registrations were made, of the 
alleged slugging and rough work at the 
polls and of the manner of collecting and 
the amount 
of 
the 
so-called "slu^ 
fund." 


"Roberts gave orders and his hench- 
men obeyed without question," asserted 
the district attorney. "He had had long 
experience in the 
larceny of elections 
and he knew not only how it. could be 
done, but upon whom he could rely to 
do it. 
He made his appointments of 
city employes largely upon their quali- 
fications as election manipulators. Many 
of these employes are among the defend- 
ants in this case." 
sail Talking at Noon. 


District Attorney Dailey 
was 
still 
outlining the government's case when 
court was recessed at noon. Mr. DaUey 
jfrçquently^ disagreed from his speech to 
assure thé jury tJiat 
his 
statements 
were not idle words, b\it absolute facts, 
to be borne out by ample evidence. Dur- 
ing the course of his speech the dis-, 
trict attorney intimated that many of 
the 88 who have pleaded guilty to the 
indictment will be witnesses for the 
government. 
One of the principal wit- 
nesses probably will be Joe Jeffers, no- 
torious Terre Haute gimman. 


Donn M. Roberts, mayor of Terre 
Haute, and one of tlie defendants, was 
again accompanied by his wife. 
ifr. 
Dailey frequently turned from the jurj' 
and faced the two but neither showed

torney's fire. Mr. Dailey was to con- 
tinue his speech when court reconvened 
at 2 o'clock. 


About 2.000 false registrations were 
prepared at Terre Haute police head- 
quarters by Chief of Police Edward Kil- 
ler, who pleaded guilty, at the direction 
of Roberts, Mr. Dailey told the jury. 


How They Were Made. 


He said that Roberts and Holler de- 
cided on the number of false registra- 
tions to make in each precinct and then 
set about manufacturing names by tak- 
ing the Christian name from the fore- 
part of the city directory and the sur- 
name from the back of the directory. 
These names were written on ordinary 
calling cards, he said, together with 
the number of the precinct in which tiie 
false name should be registered and the 
age of the person thus created. 
On 
registration day, Mr. Dailey declare^ 
these cards were handed out in fmall 
bunches and when one ward was com- 
pleted the men who were registenng 
would move on to another ward, fre 
quently hauled in city automobiles. 


Mr. "Dailey said these cards were then 
preserved until election day and handed 
out again to the men hired to do the ill- 
egal voting. 
Several hundred persons, 
he said, were also registered from the 
various saloons in precincts A, B and C, 
of the Sixth ward, which comprise the 
tenderioin district.

London, March 9.—Bulgaria, consid- 
ered the least likely of any of the Bal- 
kan nations now at peace to join the 
allies, is confronting an internal crisis 
over the question of peace or war. Re- 
ports reaching Paris state that Pre- 
mier Radoslavoff has been overthrown 
by the king, Ferdinand, because he de- 
sired immediate action against Turkey. 
The plan of the premier and his follow- 
ers as thus outlined, 
was 
to occupy 
Adrianople, provided Greece threw in 
her lot with the triple entente. 


The course to be followed by Greece 
is still to be determined, although King 
^Constantines opposition to war is said 
'^to have the upper hand. The main argu- 
ment advanced against joining with the 
allies is that an attack on Constantino- 
ple would weaken the military strength 
of Greece along the border of Bulgaria, 
which would be regarded as dangerous. 
]\r. Zaimis requested by King Con- 


stantine to form a cabinet, has declined, 
and a member of the chamber of depu- 
ties, M. Gounarir, hai undertaken the 
task. 


Paris dispatches mention several ^var- 
ships not mentioned before as member; 
of the allied fleet which is attacking the 
Dardanelles. 
As the strength of the 
British North sea fiéet has apparently

drawn that Great Britain and France 
are bringing in for this service vessels 
from the far corners of the world, the 
tieing up of German shipping and the 
destruction of German warships on the 
high seas having made this possible.

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At The Close of the Session. 


Someliow Indiana—and we presume tlie experience 
is Hot peculiar to Indiana alone—always breathes a bit 
easier ^ylleu tlic biennial sessions of its legislature have 
arrived at the sixty-day limit and adjouiiied sine die. 
triiere is alwaj s the relaxation after a strain that is more 
L' l€ss pronounced, and the knowledge that there will bo 
or 
no recurrence of the harrowing nncertainty for two years 
—barring the jjossibility of special sessions—invariably 
has a soothing effect upon the public nerves. We may 
then as fairly" as possible in the light of individual judg- 
ment and individual preference appraise its accomplish- 
oients. 


'it is probable that no legislative session ever com- 
pletely met popular desire. It would be unreasonable to 
expect it to do so because the particular action which one 
person most commends is the one most' bitterly denoimced 
by-his neighbor. ''Good" or "bad" as applied to state 
legislatures are after all merely relative terms, but meas- 
ured by the records of its predecessors the assembly 
wMéh has just adjournd will not suffer in the compari- 
son; It has given some important new laws for which 
there appeared to be popular demand—workmen^s com- 
pensation, mediation in labor disputes, an anti-Îobby law, 
flood prevention laws, the direct primary and an amended 
registration law among the number. 


Then, some proposed legislation of marked excellence 
failed, in this category may be listed the creation of a 
tstate highway commission, the extension of suffrage to 
women, state-Avide prohibition and further safeguards 
against the invasion yf "dry" territory by liquors, 
teachers' pensions, as well as the increase in pasenger 
rates for Avhich the railroads appealed. The failure of 
thè suffrage bill, as well as that tending to further circum- 
scribe the operations of the liquor traffic are especially to 
bë regretted, but the momentum gained by these measures 
will not be entirely lost for it is apt to count heavily 
when they come ii]) again two years hence. 


And while the legislature was killing off some good 
bills, it must be given credit for overthrowing some bad 
ones as well. It declined to stand for the legaUzing of 
race betting, it refused to enthrone pugilism as a legalized 
iûstitiition in Indiana, and it refrained from raising the 
ban against various forms of Sabbath desecration that 
would have made the state more wide open." It will 
bé noted, too, that the expenses of the session were kept 
below those of some recent assemblies, and that the in- 
tegrity of the sixty-ninth general assembly was at no 
tiinê impugned by suspicion of graft or crookedness. Its 
record as a whole will stand inspection well. It didn't do 
all that everybody hoped would be done, but the general 
results, we beHeve, will prove acceptable to the statò. 
They are at least entitled to a fair and unprejudiced trial 
by the test of practical experience in operation. 


The proposal of the city health depari^ment to inspire 
n désire for the civic attractiveness that also means satii- 
tation by giving prizes for best kept back yards and al- 
lées will in all probability show some excellent results in 
Fort Wayne this season.

"How does the indeterminâte ièiitenee 
and parole law óperáte In tiiher stateéí 
Tliat is a proper question for the legié- 
latiiro to consider. Hefe is A report of j 
its operation in Indiana, where there 
has now been an experience of seventeen 
years. It reveals the fact that in that 
period 8,221 prisoners have been paroled ^ 
—3,088 from the 
penitentiary, 
4,896 
from the reformatory and 237 from the 
woman's prison. All of them were un- 
der supervision, and but twenty-six in 
every 100 (2,145 in all) violated the 
terms of their parole. Of these viola- 
tors 1,250 were apprehended and re- 
turned to the prison, and 80Ó aré at 
large. While on parole, these men and 
women reported regularly to the prison 
authorities, showing 
eartaings of $2,- 
284,677.85 and expenses of $1,878,406.71. 
That is to say, these persons not only 
earned their own living while on pa- 
role, but had 
savings amoimting 
toi 
$406,171.14, an average of nearly $50 
each. 


"Is that not 
a performance

while? 
Would it have been better to 
keep those men and women in the pris- 
on at public expense and at the individ- 
ual sacrifice of their freedom? ^Vks it I 
not well to save the nine, even at the 
cost of the one who proved unworthy 
and got away?

SMALL MEN IN WAR. 


.(Pittsburgh Dispatch.) 


The announced discovery of an Eftg- 
Hah physician that the short man makés 
a better fighter than the tall man is 
not a new discovery. It has been told 
in history many times. 
But both in- 
Jierited ideas and the love of military 
leaders for show have 
established a 
jjreference for stature In military opin- 
ion. 


Tlie small man is not braver or mOre 
aggressive than the tall one, Jaor is he 
any less. But he is apt to be tougher 
and more enduring. 
The idea that the 
big man ia a better soldier doubtless 
originated in medieval times, when the 
soldier carried a weight of armor and 
fought with weapons of the hand. But 
a dccided advantage is that the small 
man in these days of discharged missiles 
oflcrs a smaller mark. It was calculât- 
ed b0,GaIton that if Admiral Xelson 
])ad ^011 a tall man he would probably 
have been struck in battle somo time 
earlier than he was, and thus would 
liavo liad his career of naval victory 
cut short. 


Old Freidrieh Wilhelm, Frederick the 
Great's father, was so possessed by pas- 
sion for tall soldiers that he devoted 
his career to the building up of his regi- 
ment of seven-foot grenadiers. Which he 
prized so highly that ho would never 
risk them in war. 
But when his son 
began fighting to make Prussia an im- 
portant power, the 
grenadier 
giants 
were promptly dissolved. In the next 
generation tlie rather small Frenchmen, 
led by Napoleon, proved the first sol- 
diers of the- worW. 


In any case the rule with which Eng- 
land started into this War, to shut out 
men under a stated height, is foolish- 
ness. 
The dwarf regiments, 
if they 
were separated by their height, woula 
show up in the lines of a battle as Suc- 
cessfully as the giants.

Steps to Be Taken Under 
New Law Passed for 
Fort Wayne. 


That plans for flood prevention in Fort 
Wayne would soon be set 
afoot here 
under the new law that was passed by 
the legislature for the special benefit of 
this city, was the statement of Mayor 
Hoaey, father of the law, Tuesday morn- 
ing. , The first step will be to start 
petition of some section that wants flood 
protection. 
This petition must contain 
the names of a Jhajority of the freehold 
era of such section and it will be filed 
with the judge of the circuit court who, 
after ascertaining 
that it 
contains 
majority of the freeholders, will issue, a 
decree establishing a drainage district. 
Then the board of county commissioners 
and the city board of public works be- 
come conjointly a drainage commission 
for the purpose of flood prevention. The 
law mintitely. defines all the procedures 
for takihig flood prevention measures, the 
¡adoption of plans, the levying of assess- 
ments, the method of appeal and for the 
bearing of a portion of the burden, not 
exceeding 25 per cent., from the general 
funds of the city. Mayor Hosey set about 
to have this law framed and passed after 
it became evident that the general meas- 
ure for flood prevention in Indiana, as 
prepared by 
Governor 
Ralston's 
state 
commission, was doomed to failure. Just 
as soon as the new measure can be thor- 
oughly studied and its provisions con- 
strued the first steps wi]] be taken and 
it is expected that there will be distinct 
results during the present year. 


PLANS FOR COOMBS STREET. 


Nickel Plate Has Plans for But One East 
End Grade Separation. 


Through William F. Watterson, sui>er- 
intendent of the Fort Wayne division of 
the Nickel Plate railroad, and George E. 
Potter, division engineer for the same 
railway, Tuesday morning, was presented 
to the board of works the tentative plans 
for grade separation at Coombs street. 
No plans were offered for the separa- 
tion of grades at Canal street, and it is 
not improbable that the project for track 
elevation at that point will he aban- 
donedi' Canal street is only about 4.50 
feet east of Coombs street on the rail- 
road, and after crossing the tracks leads 
to lowlands that are easily flooded, and 
ends at the bank of the Ma'iimee river. 
It is not regarded as an essential im- 
provement. 
The plans submitted provide 
for a bridge with a vertical clearance 
of twelve and one-half feet, two eighteen- 
foot roadways each side of the central 
supports and with seven-foot .sidewalks 
on each side. To get the necessary ver- 
tical clearance without necessitating an 
undue depression of the grade of Coombs 
street the Nickel Plate will have to make 
a 
five-foot 
elevation of its tracks, a 
detail that will compel a change of the 
track grade for a distance of about 3,000 
feet, beginning probably at Harmer street 
and ending at Hanover street. The plans 
have not yet been submitted to the gen- 
eral" officlalB at Cleveland.

Some fellows voted 
four, sbc or a dozen times; one man 
voted 21 times; another 22 times."' 


In order to vote so many times, ISIr. 
Dailey said, the repeaters met in sa- 
loonsi traded clothes and did other things 
to disgnisé themselves. 
He related the 
following example: 


One Legged Repeater Busy. 
"One of the fellows who wag busy 
repeating in precinct A, Sixth Avard, was 
a one legged colored man, Avho voted 8 
times in the precinct; one time he came 
with a peg leg; another time he woro a 
cork leg, the third time without any- 
thing strapped to his leg, the fourth 
time an iron extension 
leg, 
and one 
time with one crutch, one time for the 
purpose of deception he wore glasses." 
The reports from the sixth ward were 
ordered held back, Mr. Dailey said, and 
continued: 
"Arèangements were made 
by which 100 or 200 votes were to be 
added to the democratic totals so that 
EH Redman could be elected judge and 
all the rest of the ticket from congress- 
man to the lowest candidate should re- 
ceive a plurality. 
It was finally dis- 
covered that on the face of the returns 
each candidate had a sufficient number 
of votes to entitle him to office and so 
the additional votes were not added." 
Election Board Did the Work. 
Turning his attention to the Taylor- 
ville precinct, Mr. Dailey said: "So far 
as I know not a single repeater came 
to this precinct during the day—it was 
not necessary; the election board did 
the work in Taylorville, which rep^ters 
were doing in other precincts. A list of 
cards bearing the names of the false 
registration was placed in the hands of 
the board. Without any one coming vn 
to vote the clerks copied the false names 
upon the list of voters, just the same 
as if the voters had in fact appeared 
in person. 
We will be able to show 
that at least 187 of the false names 
prepsred at police 
headquarters 
were 
copied upon the voters' lists and votes 
registered on the voting machine to cor- 
respond. 


At this precinct men were beaten, 
shots were fired, but the voting proceed- 
ed as had been mapped out. 


Mr. Dailey told of the attack on 
Wesley Mitchel, a worker at the polls 
and how,, in defending himself, he had 
shot Peter Feiler, a deputy sheriff, who 
died a few days later. 
Mr. Dailey said 
proofs of the alleged repeating would be 
furnished the jury by a number of the 
men who participated in it. 
He had a 
large number of alleged false registra- 
tions which h^ said witnesses would 
Identify. 
He added that the evidence 
would show that a number of these re- 
peaters had voted over the objections 
of republican and women election work- 
ers. Many, who were opposed to Ro- 
berts, the district attorney said, were 
kept from voting in various ways, chief- 
ly, however, by being told that theii

In concluding Mr. Dailey told of a 
number of things he said had taken 
place since the grand jury began the 
nvestigation.

0. E. Bradway, the retired foreman of 
the Pennsylvania brass foundiy. 
One 
is the eighty-first anniversary of his 
birth and the other 1» the 
fifty-third 
anniversary of the residence of hia fam- 
ily at the present home, 626 East Lewis 
street. 
Mr. Bradway 
was 
born 
in 
lilassacliusetts March 10, 1834, where 
he lived until 1854, learning tho braas 
moulding trade in the jobbing shop of 
his father in the meantime. 
His terv- 
ive with the Pennsylvania date« from 
March 30, 1857, when he moved to Crest- 
line from 
Galion, O.. where 
he 
had 
been working about three' years at his 
trade. 
In those 
days the 
Crestline 
shops were small and iMr. Bradway and 
a helper comprised the entire force in 
the moulding department. 
March 10, 
1858, on his 
twenty-fourth 
birthday 
anniversary, he was transferred to Fort 
Wayne. 
Here he worked as the "whole 
thing," being moulder, helper and fur- 
nace tender, until 1862, when the com- 
panv permitted him to hire a num. Up 
to the latter date he had no regular 
»hop, being shifted 
about in different 
parts of the 
plant, having fovmdry 
space at different times in the room 
over the old boiler shop, then In an 
open ehed and then in a corner of the 
copper shop. In 1872 a regularly equip- 
ped foundry was established in a brick 
building located on groimds which are 
now covered by the big erecting shop. 
September 22, 1899, the f o u n i y de- 
partment was moved to Allegheny and 
Mr. Bradway waa appointed foreman of 
the plant in that city. He did not take 
his family there, however, and during 
the five or six years he was thus en- 
gaged, he came to Fort Wayne eveiy 
Saturday night t-o see his family, re- 
turning to Allegheny Sunday night. He 
was pensioned April 1, 1904, after hav- 
ing 
Worked 
forty-seven 
continuous 
years for the company. His retirement 
was greatly regretted by the men over

whom he had iurisdiction. as well as 
bar the other shopmen with whom hi 
came in touch, 
^is a tokeu of the es- 
teem in wliich he was held by them, 
the mcn~ presented INIr. Bradway with 
a purse sufficient to purchase a horse 
and buggy, and soon after "Topsy," a 
quiet and perfectly safe animal, ap- 
peared on the scene and pulled the sur- 
rey which carried Mr. and JVIrs. Brad- 
way over the streets, of Fort Wayne 
for a number of years. 


Mr. Bradway, before taking charge of 
the shops at Crestline, took quite an in- 
terest in business projects 
in 
Fort 
Wayne. 
H® was one of the organizers 
of the Fort Wayne Loan association 
and served several years as president 
and director of the association. 
This 
was one of the iirst organizations of its 
kind in. Forfc Wayne. 
It was absorbed 
by the People's Trust company when 
that financial organization came into ex- 
istence. 


A few .years ago !Mr. and Mrs. Brad- 
way celebrated the golden anniversary 
of f?heir marriage, which was one of 
the big social events of 
the 
season. 
Despite their age, each is quite active 
and they find time to make frequent 
visits witii their daughter, Mrs. L. C. 
Schroeder, who resides 
many 
blocks 
from their 
home, and with intimate 
friends in other parts of Fort Wayne. 
They 'were parents of two 
children— 
!Mrs. Schroeder, of Broadway, and Tklrs. 
Jay Starr, who died twenty-eight years 
ago. Mr. Star, who was a conductor on 
the Pennsylvania road, also died sev- 
eral years ago.

Financial Aid C^iven High- 
way Construction Foots 
Up Strongly. 


Washington, Àlarck ./.—More than two 
hundred million dollara of state appro- 
priations have been expended to Janu- 
ary 1, 1915, and an approximate total 
of 31,f)00 miles of surfaced highways 
construct«! 
under 
stato 
supervision 
since/the inauguration 
of ' the policy 
known as "State Aid," according to the 
(jood 'Rpads Year Jiook for I91Ó to be 
issued in March by the American.High- 
way; association from its Washington 
office. Only seven states, namely Flor- 
ida, (Georgia, Indiana, Mississippi, South 
Carolina, Tcnnesiiec and Texas, have no 
form of state highAvay department what- 
ever, although Georgia grants . aid to 
the counties for road improvement by 
lending the services of the entire male 
state convict forco, 
iiegislatures now 
in session arc devoting mucli attention 
to road io.gislation and iniqucstionably 
several Jiew highway departments will 
result. 
North Carolina will probably 
establish an independent highway de- 
partment in lieu of the work now done 
by the state geological survey relating 
to higlnvays. 


New .Jersey, in 1S9I, was the pioneer 
state in providing sta.te aid for public 
highways. 
Massachusetts and Coiinecti- 
cut adopted the })oliey shortly after, 
but only during the past ten years has 
the state aid policy been in effect on 
a considerable scale. About ¿5,000 miles 
of state highways were completed in 
1913 and about 6,000 miles in 1914, so 
that the past two years have been re- 
sponsible for more than a third of the 
entire 
state 
highway 
mileage. 
The 
state highways in America now exceed 
by 6,000 mlies the national road sys- 
tem of France. 


To have stat© highway departments 
placed imder non-partisan, efficient con- 
trol; skilled supervision required in all 
construction work; a proper classifica- 
tion of highways to insure intelligent 
distribution of improvements; an ade- 
quato 
provision 
for 
maintenance' of 
highways from the day of their com- 
pletion 
these are among the objects 


for which the American HighAvay asso- 
ciation is waging a vigorous campaign.

crept at night through the woodland,

where they had entered it, when sud- 
denly they saw a Russian sentinel before 
them in heavy 
fur-coat and cap. 
He 
was fast asleep. 
Taking up the narra- 
tive hero, the letter reads: 


"F-—-seized the Russian by the lapel 
of his coat and swore at him in Polish, 
Russian and German. 
'Hands up', we 
demanded, 
and he did it. 
One of us 
watched over him while others made an 
examination of the surroundings. 
We 
found a cave, such as we build.for our 
sentries. 
We jabbed our bayonets into 
the straw around the entrance. A 'non- 
com', after removing the rifles which the 
unsuspecting Russians had stacked near 
the entrance threw a light into the cave 
and swore frightfully. Out of the dark 
came creeping a dozen members of the 
162nd Russian landwehr Tartars, Mo- 
hammedans, and men from Kasan. 
At 
the point of om- bayonets they dropped 
to their knees. 


"But suddenly we discovered we were 
being fired upon, by anot"her group of 
Russians nearby, whose presence Ave had 
not suspected. 
Driving our prisoners 
before us, we starte<i out of the woods 
to cross an open 
meadow back to our 
lines. 
There was a whizzing of bullets 
about our ears.There cSiuld be no thought 
of trying to defend ourselves. Only six 
of our prisoners could wo keep with us. 
When we finally reached. our lines, we 
discovered from the men we had taken 
that the place we had tackled was not 
a sentry post, as we had thought, but 
a protected position with trenches and 
loopholes; and there were thirty Rus- 
sians against us five with 
two other 
Russian trenches close by. 
It was a 
lucky escape for us to have dischai^god 
our task and get away with our prison- 
ers. We did not fire one shot. Our cap- 
tain gave us five dollars. I send my one 
herewith to our little 'war . daujrhter', 
because it was earned 
without blood- 
shed."

Here is' a. report of 
its operation in Indiana, where there 
has now been an experience of seventeen 
years. It reveals the fact that in that 
period $;±2l prisoners have been paroled I 
-a.OSS from the penitentiary, 4,890 
from tlie reformatory and 237 from the 
•woman's prison. All of them, were un- 
der supervision, and but twenty-six in 
every ino (2,145 in all) violated the 
twins ot their parole. Of these viola- 
tors 1.550 were apprehended and re- 
turned to the prison, and S95 are at 
large. While on parole, these men and 
women reported regularly to the prison 
uthoritieij, showing earnings of $2,- 
S4.577.83 and expenses of $1,878,406.71. 
That is to say, these persons not only 
arncd their own living while on pa- 
ole, but had 
savings amounting 
to 


400,171.14, an average of nearly $50 
acli. 


"Is that not a performance 
worth 


vhile? Would it have been better to 
:eep those uieu and women in the pris- 
>n at public expense and at the individ- 
al sacrifice of their freedom? Was it 
lot well to save the nine, even at the 
cost of the one who proved unworthy 
j got'away? 
There are 
some 
law-breakers, of 


whom nothing better 'can be made. But 
he percentage of those who arc capable 
of correction and return to normal liv- 
ng is far greater. The many should 
mvc a cliance. They get it under the 
ndclcrininate sentence law wisely and 
lonestly administered. 
If the legisla- 


ture will attend to the administration, 
selecting it from improper and corrupt 
influences, the abuses that are 
cited 


will disappear.

will not be entirely lost for it is apt to count heavily 
when they come up again two years hence. 


And 'while the legislature was killing off some good 


bills, it must be given credit for overthrowing some bad 
ones as well. It declined to stand for tlie legalizing of 
race betting, it refused to enthrone pugilism as a legalized 
institution in Indiana, and it refrained from raising the 
ban against various forms of Sabbath desecration that 
•would"have made tho, state more "wide open." It will 
be noted, too, that the expenses of the session were kept 
below those of some recent assemblies, and that the in- 
tegrity of the sixty-ninth general assembly was at no 
time impugned by suspicion of graft or crookedness. Its 
record as a whole will stand inspection well. It didn't do 
all that everybody hoped would be done, but the general 
results, we believe, will prove acceptable tp the state. 
They are at least entitled to a fair and unprejudiced trial 
by the test of practical experience in operation. 


The proposal of the city health department to inspire 


a desire for the civic attractiveness that also means sani- 
tation by giving prizes for best kept back yards and al- 
leys will in all probability show some excellent results in 
Fort Wayne this season. And if it "works" with the 
boys and gira, similar action might develop an inspiration 
on the part of some of the larger "boys" to really effec- 
tive work alongthe line of eliminating the smoke nuisance.
